Montreal, Feb. 7.—Wm. Whyte, se. 
cond vice-president of the C.P.R.. au- 
nounoed yesterday that the double 
tracking of the rodd would be contin- 
ued in the spring from Winnipeg wo 
Portage In Prairie, which is half way 
to Brandon, the latter town being 12 
miles from Winnipeg, and iat the se- 
cond section would’be completed the 
year following. 

Year by year, the C.P.R. will builu 
its double track on the most oongest- 
ed portions of the aystem. At present 
most of their western branch lines 
strike the main line between Winni- 
peg and Brandon, and consequently 
this is the part that will be first pro- 
vided with a second pair of rails.

“If 1 had stuck to my profession 
and left politics severely alone,” the 
late Sir William Hareourt is reported 
to have said towards the end of bis 
life, “I should have been a. richer 
man to-day by at least $500,000, and 
I am quite sure many other men who 
have enjoyed what are called the 
‘plums of office’ could | say prety

And no doubt the statement was 
perfectly true, for there is surely no 
profession which rewards ita most 
gifted followers 20 poorly as that of 
politics. . 

For more than sixty yearr the late 
W. E. Gladstone devoted his great 
abilities and untiring energy to poli- 
ties for a money reward which did 
not average the salary of some bank 
Managers or newspaper editors; and 
this although he spent much more 
than a quarter of » century in office, 
and for sixteen of thete years drew 
"$25,000 « year. His official earnings 
during -the..whole of his long life. 
lime only totalled, roughly, $575,000, 
representing an average of $8,275 a 
year. -Had the great statesman de- 
voted himself ac- enthusiastically to, 
let un say, the Bar, he might reason- 
ably have trebled his revenue as ® 
Minister of the Crown,

lough, Port Credit, 25 years of age. 
a stove mounter, were suffocated. 

The fire started in the lacquer room 
in the second floor. A young woman 
and a boy were employed in the room 
amd they say that they saw 2 spark 
drop from‘an electric wire into a ‘vat 
of Jacquer. In an instant the vat was 
& mass of fiames, and in a few min- 
utea the building was filled with 
smoke 20 dense and stifling that it 
waa imposeible for those in the ad- 
joining rooma to see. 
icThe- flames“ and“ amoke awept up 2 
stairway to the third floor where some 
thirty men were working. All but 
Bawien and McCullough managed to 
gtope their way to safety. Bawden 
was missed, and Fireman Murdock 
rush wp $ the third floor, and stumb- 
led seross his dead body lying near 
the door. A few more steps’ would 
bave taken him to safety.

Since entering into part- 
nership they have advocated building 
bridges of reinforced concrete, the 
whole weight te be e2rried on trusecs 
built Gf remforced concrete. They 
claimed that the cost would be no 
Greater than an a)l-steel construction, 
that it would carry a greater load, 
present a more beautiful architeetur: 
appearance, and outlast by many 
times “the ordinary ‘life of a steel 
bridge, . The theories were plausible, 
but no council wished to be the first 
to experiment. 

Recently when the’ County Cow-- 
cils of York and Peel decided to build 
a steel] bridge across the Etobicoke 
Mr. Barber renewed his efforts to try 
out his theories, and the councils con- 
sented to jointly share the risk of an 
experiment. The contractor, Mr, O. L. 
Hicks, agreed to accept the contract 
ab the price of the lowest tender for 
& ateel bridge, and the work was be- 
gun in May. e 

Gnce uo freshet cume down the 
river, which at the bridge is: eighty- 
two feet wide, and swept away a lot 
of staging and forms. Finally the 
metal work in the shape of nineteen 
tone of thremamerter inch steel rods 
and stee} trusses wae put tn place 
and surrounded by wooden “forma.” 
It took three months to get it ready. 
Then early in the grey dawn of a 
Monday morning a gang of men 
started to work mixing the conerete 
and filling the forms. They worked 
continuously from daybreak till after 
sunset exch night for six nights. At 
night they slept on the ground beside 
their work. Very close to the hour 
of midnight on the Saturday night the 
last shovelful of concrete was thrown 
in, and the men celebrated the oc- 
ecasion in their own way. 
ject in getting the wet mixture in 
quickly was to mnake the bridge one 
solid piece of concrete, 

All of the urual tests have been 
applied, and an extra novel and un- 
Tehearned one. A drove of cattle, 167 
in ull,-came to the river to drink. 
These were driven on to the bridge. 
With the great strain of the haddled, 
struggling herd upon it the vibration 
of the bridge war scarcely peroept- 
ible. 

The bridge has a apan of over eighty 
feet. In rppearance it ix a piece o! 
handsome and substantial “masonry. 
It ix ornamented by a shapely balus- 
trade, which looks as perfect as cut 
stone.
